Winter Care of Farm Wagons. 


During a great part of the winter season 
the heavy farm wagon is not in use. When 
there is snow the sled takes its place, and in 
the absence of snow lighter vehicles are 
used for driving purposes, The best place | 
for the farm Wagon during this period of 
rest is under cover, but they do not all get 
there. In spite of all that has been said and 
written concerning the damaging effects of 
such practice many a wagon gets no housing 
save that of some friendly snow drift. The 
com@pon excuse is that after farm imple- 
ments and other wagons are provided with 
shelter there is no room for the big wagon. 
The greatest damage from such exposure is 
wheels ; and those who cannot

can surely find room for these. No wheel, 


‘no wagon ; but so long as the wheels are good 


| 
one has a feeling of contidence in his vehicle, 
It is but a very few minutes’ work to raise 
the wagon an inch or two and place props 
under the axles to hold them up. The 
wheels may be removed and = ae under 
cover in some unoccupied corner. A few 
months later when the wagon is wanted for 
use the axles will be elevated ready for oil. 
ing and the replacing of the wheels. The 
wagon will need oiling anyway after a win- 
ter’s rest ; hence the removing of the wheels 
in advance adds but a small item of labor. 
While the wheels are under cover and well 
dried is a good time to examine them and 
attend to any needed repairs, so when the 
spring work calls them into use they will be 
ready to respond in good condition. 

The housing of wheels only is not recom- 
mended for those who can make room for 
the whole wagon. It is here given with the 
belief that the best way is of no use toa 
great many to whom a ‘second best” 
might be of great value.—{Colman’s Rural

Sheep and Thrift go Together, 


In 1841 there were ina certain town in 
Connecticut 2,492 sheep and there were also 
at that time 18S farm mortgages, In 1853 
we find 1,584 sheep and 25 mortgages ; in 
1869, 604 sheep and 37 mortgages, and in 
1887, 309 sheep and 42 mortgages. Now I 
do not say that the decline in sheep hus- 
bandry has had all to do with the increase of 
farm mortgages mentioned above, but I can- 
not forbear saying that it is suggestive. In 
contrast to thisis a locality not much larger 
than a school district in which the inhabi- 
tants have always kept sheep and quite ex- 
tensively, too. The returns from a flock of 
110 Michigan ewes kept upon a farm in this 
locality were as follows : Cost of 110 sheep 
in September,"1SSS, waa $385, sales in

The St. Lawrence is # phenomenon among 
rivers, says Nature's Realm.

More aoe from 
igland cross the Atlantic in opie fo the 
noble game than go from any part meri- 
ca, yet thevisitor is sure of success provided 
he has a strong pair of legs and is not afraid 
of a long and hard tramp through a marshy 
plain, and can put pipe cainp life in 
Which there ought to elements of plea. 
sure to the true hunter. As the caribou 
weighs over four hundred pounds, one 
animal is ail that a will ask. 

In the fall the caribou travel a good deal 
and come out on the marshes to feed, and in 
November they begin to ‘nigrate from one 
part of the country to another. That sea- 
son is therefore the best time to go wut for 
them. Usually a stag will be seen out on 
the marsh in company with three or four 
cows, and it then becomes a matter of creep- 
ing upon them in the same manner that a 
deer is stalked. Of course only the stag is 
shot at, and the cows are allowed to depart 
in peace, a method of procedure they usual- 
ly are not slow to avail themselves of. Only 
the stag carries the antlers, the cows hav. 
ing merely a spike on the forehead or in 
rare instances & bit of light, thin, branching 
horn. The stag sheds his horus in Decem- 
ber. and grows a new setevery spring. 
Their growth is rapid, and by September 
the beautiful, branching crown of horn is 
hard and strong, weighing with the skin 
about thirty or thirty-five pounds. The 
color varies from light grayish-white to a 
dark reddish color. This 1s owing to the 
habit of rubbing the horns against the trees. 
A eort of larch, or juniper, as they call it in 
Newfoundland, stains the horns to a maroon 
or dull red. 

The stag himself has a grayish-white color 
and seems to take on the color of the white, 
mossy grass, just as the guenignn in the 
North changes toa white inthe winter, 
while his summer plumage is brown. The 
cow is darker in os and keeps the mark- 
ings all through the year. Another peculiar 
fact is that a female docs not shed the 
apike except once in two years, probably re- 
taining it throughout the year in orde~ to 
protect the young. The whitish appearance 
of the stag makes it often difficult to distin- 
us him ata distance, and big white 
1ock is sometimes taken for a stag. When 
the stags and their following come down on 
the plains they pass along through regular 
trails into the marshes. The guide, there- 
tore, mounts a tree, and when he sees a stag 
coming out signs to the hunter the direction 
apd the manner to proceed in working up to 
him against the wind so that the beast may 
not enell the hunter as he approaches. The 
caribou have a keen sense of smell and are 
constantly sniffing. 

As largea droveas forty were seen in 
NewfounWand last fall and many were shot 
by settlers, who trust to the caribou for 
their winter supply of meat.

I scraped it oif again, with the same 
result, but finally the tish turned on its side 
dead, and in about five minutes, spent in 
ssa quietude on my part, the snake came 
rom under a submerged stump, seized the 
fish and disappeared. The incident led ne 
to believe that the snake poisoned the fish by 
costing it with s thick secretion I found 
upon ite body.
